tively followed by the members of the 
general assembly . 
The p rogram was 
intersp ersed with singing by a quar 
tet. 
Governor Marshall had been in 
vited to attend, but he was on the p ro­ 
gram for a similar observance at Tom 
linson hall, under the ausp ices of the 
state G. A. R. and the^ Indianap olis 
civic organizations. 


Passage of the Toml i nson Bill. 
After y esterday ’s strenuous p ace the 
house was not in a condition to trans 
act much business today . The p assage 
of the Tomlinson local op tion bill has 
caused interest to shifc to the senate, 
where it and the Sunday baseball bill 
are p ending. 
Hardly had the result 
of the vote p assing the Tomlinson lo 
cal op tion rep eal bill been announced 
before the Anti-Saloon League lobby 
headed for the senate, where the last 
stand is to be made. Today p arty lead 
ers on both the Rep ublican and Dem 
ocratic sides are p redicting that ths 
Tomlinson m easure may p ass the sen 
ate. 
The significance of the situation 
from a p olitical standp oint lies in the 
fact that resp onsibility is now p laced 
with the Rep ublicans, as it was during 
the recent sp ecial session.

The Tomlinson 
bill is being p rep ared now for action 
in the senate and p robably will be 
handed down at once. 
The under 
standing is that it will go to the senate 
committee on morals, which is made 
up of temp erance Rep ublicans and twe 
Democrats. 
Three Democraitic sena 
tors are said to op p ose the bill, but 11 
was said today that some Rep ubli 
cans will vote for it. 


Republ i cans Hel p Pass It. 
W ith the assistance of Rep resenta 
tives Sclireeder and Rewig of Evans 
ville, Kliver of Lake county , and Rat 
liff of Way ne, Rep ublicans, the house 
Democrats p assed the Tomlinson bil! 
rep ealing the county local op tion law 
and substituting high license, the ward 
unit and strong restrictions in the op 
eration of saloons.

O11 the same day Abraham Lincoln 
was born in a little log cabin in the 
wilderness of Kentu cky , the world’s 
g reatest natu ralist, Charles Darwin, 
first saw the lig ht of day in Eng land. 
Today the centennial of his birth is 
being widely celebrated in King Ed­ 
w ard's realm, and while the observ ­ 
ance is ov ershadowed in this cou ntry 
by the Lincoln centenary , the day 
will not pass withou t its tribu te to 
the memory of hte famou s scientist. 
A bu st of Darwin was presented to 
the American Mu seu m 
of 
Natu ral 
History , and Colu mbia Univ ersity al­ 
so observ ed the day . 
Charles Robert Darwin was born 
Febru ary 1 2, 18 09 , and was the son 
of Dr. Hu bert Darwin and the g rand­ 
son of Erasmu s Darwin and Josiah 
Wedg wood. 
Both g randfathers were 
men of wide celebrity and closely 
connected with the best achiev ements 
of science in their day . 
Erasmu s 
Darwin 
particu larly 
deserv es 
the 
credit of hav ing adopted the g eneral 
ev olu tionary philosophy 
which, new 
in his day , was destined to prev ail 
larg ely throu g h the 
work 
of 
his 
g randson, whose 
patience, 
candid 
and laboriou s researches a Ad whose 
cau tiou s and su bstantial arg u ments 
from them first made it possible to 
bring the doctrines of ev olu tion to 
demonstrated proof. 
In spite of the influ ence of here­ 
dity Darwin’s taste for science was 
of slow 
dev elopment. Indeed, 
his 
whole intellectu al awakening was too 
g radu al to 
hav e 
left 
striking in­ 
stances if the father wished him to 
follow in his 
own 
footsteps, 
bu t 
Charles Darwin had 
110 
taste 
for 
medicine and for a time considered 
div inity as a career. 
With the idea 
of taking orders, he attended Christ’s 
Colleg e, Cambridg e, and here u nder 


the influ ence of Professor Henslow, a 
botanist, his first strong attraction 
to the stu dy of natu re was dev eloped. 
Darwin’s g eolog ical works, while 
not epoch making , were of the g reat­ 
est v alu e and pecu liarly notable for 
accu racy of research and tru th of 
conclu sion. 
It was only after twen­ 
ty -fiv e y ears of stu dy to establish 
his v iews u pon natu ral selection, and 
after his fiftieth y ear, that he pu b­ 
lished his “Orig in of Species.” 
The 
u nderly ing idea of this work was tO| 
su bmit conv incing proof that species 
in the animal king dom had tl^eir ori­ 
g in in a few primitiv e forms which 
had been slowly modified by the prin­ 
ciple 
of 
“natu ral 
selection.” 
By 
these last words Darwin meant the 
ability to su rv iv e and leav e descend­ 
ants becau se of pecu liar adaptation 
to su rrou nding s. 
Thou g h ev olu tion had been known 
to 
scientific 
men, 
Darwin’s 
book 
made it a*factor and a power in the 
world. 
He marshalled at first to its 
defence and afterw ards to its pros­ 
ely ting , and finally to its triu mphant 
conq u est, ev ery able scientific mind. 
The labors of many scientific think­ 
ers throu g hou t the world, notably 
among them Alfred Ru ssell Wallace, 
Professor 
Haeckel 
and 
Herbert 
Spencer, at once fou nd a rally ing 
point and a citadel from which to ex ­ 
tend their conq u ests. With Darwin’s 
proofs as a starting point, the g en­ 
eral tru ths of ev olu tion set forth u p­ 
on a career of conq u est that has left 
almost 110 territory u noccu pied. 
What his work has meant to the 


world will be best appreciated by a 


recog nition of the place held by the 


ev olu tionary theory as the u niv ersal­ 
ly accepted fou ndation of modern 
science.
